Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  first  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  condition  of  the  Borough  of  Wareham  for  the  year  1  964. 

Dr.  E.  J.  O'Keeffe,  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  over  twenty-five 
years  retired  at  the  end  of  November.  I  assumed  duty  at  the  beginning 
of  that  month. 

There  was  no  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  during  the  year. 

The  estimated  population  for  the  Borough  at  mid  1  9 64  showed  an  increase 
of  70  on  the  mid  1  963  estimate,  and  152  on  the  Census  population  of  1961. 

Undue  importance  cannot  be  attached  to  the  rates  for  vital  statistics 
in  the  report  which  are  based  on  very  small  figures.  Taking  this  into 
account  the  rates  for  the  Borough  are  comparable  with  those  for  England  and 
Wales  as  a  whole. 

As  you  are  aware  the  sewage  disposable  plant  in  the  Borough  is  in¬ 
adequate.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Inquiry  into  the  compulsory  purchase  of 
land  adjoining  the  Sanclford  sewage  works  will  not  delay  unduly  the  joint 
scheme  with  the  Wareham  and  Purbeck  Rural  District  for  new  sewage  works. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  has  brought  to  my  notice  that  he  is  unable 
to  visit  food  premises  as  often  as  desirable  as  his  time  is  fully  committed. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  assistance  he  has  been  promised  will  improve  the 
position. 

Before  the  end  of  the  year  arrangements  had  been  made  for  the  Child 
Welfare  Clinic  to  be  transferred  in  January  19&5>  to  the  County  Mobile 
Clinic  which  will  be  stationed  on  the  Quay  beside  the  Church  Hall  on  the 
second  and  fourth  Thursdays  each  month.  It  now  remains  for  the  Family 
Planning  Association  to  find  new  premises  for  their  sessions  as  the  hall 
used  at  present  is  not  satisfactory.  I  feel  that  the  various  clinics  held 
in  Wareham  will  never  be  satisfactorily  housed  until  a  permanent  clinic  is 
built  in  the  Borough.

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SANITARY  piRCUMSTANCES^  OF  THE  AREA 
WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Poole  and  East  Dorset  Water  Board  supply  and  distribute 
water  to  the  Borough.  I  am  indebted  to  the  Board's  Engineer  and 
Manager  for  most  of  the  following  information. 

With  the  completion  of  the  main  from  Holton  Heath  to  Wareham  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year  the  whole  of  the  Borough  was  supplied  with 
water  from  the  Sturminster  Marshall  and  Corfe  Mullen  wells  and  boreholes. 
The  water  from  Corfe  Mullen  is  softened  but  that  from  Sturminster 
Marshall  is  not.  This  led  to  complaints  of  hardness  of  the  new  supply 
as  previously  all  the  water  to  the  Borough  had  been  supplied  from  the 
Worgret  well  which  is  particularly  soft.  Part  of  the  Borough  however 
again  received  water  from  Worgret  towards  the  end  of  the  year.

Only  the  raw  water  from  Worgret  had  any  plumbo  solvency  and  that 
was  corrected  during  the  iron  removal  process  continuously  applied  at 
the  pumping  station.  During  the  year  the  Board  pumped  45,909,000 
gallons  from  the  Worgret  well. 

Bacteriological  Examinations 

14  samples  of  the  raw  Worgret  water  were  taken  by  the  Board's 
Inspector  13  of  which  fell  into  Class  I  of  the  Ministry  of  Health's 
bacteriological  classification,  the  remaining  sample  fell  into  Class  IV. 
The  Board's  Inspector  also  took  34  samples  of  the  distributed  water, 

33  of  these  were  placed  in  Class  I,  the  remaining  sample  falling 
into  Class  II. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  took  l6  samples  from  consumers'  taps 
for  bacteriological,  examination  during  the  year.  These  samples  were 
all  reported  as  satisfactory. 

die  mi  cal  Analyses 

Frequent  checks  of  chlorine  residual  were  made  in  the  control  of 
treatment  plants  and  in  samples  taken  from  mains  and  consumers'  taps 
throughout  the  area  of  supply.  Chemical  Analyses  of  raw  and  treated 
water  were  also  made. 
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SEWERAGE  AMD  DRAINAGE 


During  the  year  agreement  was  reached  with  the  Rural  District 
Council  in  regard  to  the  provision  of  a  joint  sewage  disposal  works 
at  Sandford.  Unfortunately,  difficulty  arose  in  connection  with 
the  acquisition  of  the  proposed  site  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  an 
inquiry  into  a  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  was  pending. 

The  existing  site  is  now  grossly  overloaded  and  is  now  at  a 
stage  whereby  proper  sewage  purification  and  disposal  are 
not  possible. 

Since  the  scheme  was  initiated  in  1  960,  no  formal  complaints 
of  smell  have  been  received  from  residents  on  the  Sandford  Road, 
but  when  the  wind  is  blowing  from  the  south-east  there  is  some 
justification  for  complaint.  Residents  were,  however,  informed 
that  the  site  would  be  eventually  abolished  and  they  are  as  anxious 
as  anyone  to  see  the  new  Joint  Works  in  operation. 

The  sewerage  system  in  addition  to  serving  the  Borough  receives 
sewage  from,  some  60  dwellings  in  the  Bestwall  area  and  some  50 
dwellings  in  the  Carey  Road  area;  both  situated  in  the  adjoining 
Rural  District.  The  difficulties  at  the  Old  Granary  now  appear 
to  have  been  overcome.

Control  of  Moveable  Dwellings 

The  one  caravan  site  in  the  Borough  is  situated  on  the  North 
Causeway  and  the  Lessee  is  permitted  to  station  up  to  44  caravans 
including  20  residential.  The  site  is  licensed  under  the  Caravan 
Sites  and  Control  of  Development,  i960.  All  services  are  provided 
and  the  sanitary  block  is  drained  to  a  septic  tank  and  filter;  the 
septic  tank  is  regularly  emptied  twice  a  year.  Frequent  visits  are 
made  to  this  site  which  is  maintained  in  an  excellent  condition. 

A  second  Licence  has  now  been  granted  for  a  residential  site 
near  the  Railway  Station.  This  will  provide  for  eight  caravans.

Refuse_Collection  and  Disposal 

The  Council  own  one  ''Karrieri:  Bantam  Vehicle  and  one  Gibson 
Compression  Vehicle.  House  and  trade  refuse  collections  are  made 
weekly.  Collections  are  normally  carried  out  in  two  days.  Difficulty 
is  still  being  experienced  in  obtaining  labour  for  this  service.  It  is 
felt  that  ultimately  the  Council  will  have  to  introduce  the  paper  sack 
method  of  collection  which  will  make  the  employees  task  much  less 
arduous  and  the  collection  more  hygienic. 
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Street  Cleansing 


The  main  streets  are  cleansed  and  swept  daily  and  the  minor 
streets  as  often  as  possible,  on  an  average  once  per  week.  Litter  is 
still  deposited  in  the  streets  but  the  Council  have  provided  more  litter 
baskets  in  the  shopping  area  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  make  some 
improvement .  Labour  is  a  problem  with  this  service,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  soon  some  reliable  and  effective  mechanical  equipment  will  be 
available  for  use  by  the  smaller  Authority. 


Public  Lavatories 

There  are  two  conveniences  in  the  Borough  situated  at  Howards 
Lane  (women  and  men)  and  St.  Johns  Hill  (men  only).  These  are 
cleansed  daily  and  well  maintained.  During  the  summer  months  public 
toilet  facilities  are  inadequate.  The  provision  of  a  new  block  in 
the  St.  John  Hill  area  which  would  replace  the  present  small  block 
which  is  inadequate  is  necessary.  The  lavatories  are  subject  to 
hooliganism  from  time  to  time  but  this  is  inevitable  in  unattended 
toilets.

There  is  one  swimming  bath  in  the  Borough  at  the  County  Modem 
School  for  the  use  of  the  pupils.  Bathing  takes  place  in  the  River 
Frome  near  the  Quay  during  the  summer  months  when  various  events  take 
place.

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EREVAL£NCE 


AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  in  the  district 
continues  to  remain  low.  No  case  of  diphtheria,  acute  polionye litis, 
enteric  fever  (typhoid  and  paratyphoid)  or  food  poisoning  was  notified 
during  the  year.  Also  there  was  no  case  of  the  international 
quarantinable  diseases,  i.e.  plague,  cholera,  yellow  fever,  smallpox, 
typhus  and  relapsing  fever  in  the  district. 

The  absence  of  cases  of  diphtheria  and  poliomyelitis,  and  the 
relative  few  cases  of  whooping  cough  can  be  attributed  to  the  effective 
immunisation  of  infants  and  young  children  against  these  diseases. 

Babies  are  immunised  with  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  vaccine  combined 
with  tetanus  (lockjaw)  vaccine  in  the  first  six  months  of  life.  They  are 
given  a  reinforcing  dose  at  the  age  of  eighteen  months  and  again  against 
diphtheria  and  tetanus  at  f our-and-half  years  prior  to  entering  school. 
There  was  evidence  that  a  disease  resembling  mild  whooping  cough  developed 
in  some  children  especially  those  who  had  been  immunised  against  whooping 
cough.  'blether  this  was  a  modified  whooping  cough  or  a  mild  disease 
due  to  a  related  organism  was  not  clear. 

The  scheme  for  immunisation  against  acute  poliomyelitis  includes  all 
persons  up  to  forty  years  of  age  and  certain  priori ty  groups  aoove  this 
age  likely  to  be  exposed  to  special  risk  of  infection.  Almost  all 
immunisation  against  polioryelitis  is  given  by  mouth  with  a  modified  live 
virus  suspended  in  syrup  or  dropped  on  to  sugar.  Very  few  persons  ask 
for  the  Salk  vaccine  given  by  injection.  An  oral  reinforcing  dose  is 
given  to  children  when  they  enter  school. 

Primary  vaccination  against  smallpox  for  babies  is  now  performed 
between  twelve  months  and  twenty-four  months  as  advised  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  as  being  the  safest  time  for  this  procedure. 

Immunisation  with  B.C.G-.  to  prevent  tuberculosis  is  carried  out  in 
secondary  schools  in  the  area  by  medical  officers  of  the  Local  Health 
Authority.  Babies  requiring  B.C.G.,  though  being  born  into  families 
in  which  there  has  been  a  case  of  tuberculosis,  are  immunised  at  the 
nearest  Chest  Clinic.
